Havana, Sept. 27.— A m eeting of the 
Moderate national assem bly was h ast­ 
ily called W ednesday to discuss w heth­ 
er some way can not yet be devised 
to settle the present difficulty without 
American intervention.

Com m ission H olds It H as R igh t to 
Make Rates for Confederates. 
Austin, Sept 27.—The railroad com­ 
mission holds that it has authority to 
call a hearing for the purpose of mak­ 
ing special rates for the Confederate 
veterans’ reunion at Dallas, Oct. 25 
and 26. Commissioner tSorey dissents 
Commissioner Colquitt addressed a let­ 
ter to Major K. M. Van Zandt of Fort 
Worth, commanding the Confederate j 
veterans In Texas, in which he says 
he has received a letter from Colonel 
Milton Park of Dallas regarding spe­ 
cial rates, and he (Colquitt) made a 
motion that the question be aet down 
for hearing, proposing a $5 maximum 
rate for the old soldiers. Commission­ 
er Storey subsequently wrote Major 
Van Zandt that the commission had 
no authority, at which time Commis­ 
sioner Mayfield was absent. 
Mayfield 
has returned and he agrees with Col 
quitt that the commission has juris­ 
diction, and the hearing will be held 
lf Major Van Zandt so desires.
